


Brownies Could Have Won!

Maybe it shouldn't have happened 
but itdid. Regardless, it was a very fine 
game and Agawam's Brownie players 
and fans can be proud. After all it was 
the first loss to West Side's Terriers in 
the last 13 years of fierce high school 
football competition between Agawam 
and West Springfield. 


As those final secohds 
ticked away last Saturday in 
West Side with Terrier fans 
frantically counting them 
down, Brownie faithful for 
the first time in 13 years 
were sullen and subdued. 
Many could not believe it 
had actually happened as 
hundreds of West Side fans 
swarmed the field in 
celebration. West Side after 
12 years of frustration had 
finally beaten Agawam. 

It was a typical Agawam- 
West Side clash. Each school 
held their traditional rallies 
for their respective squads 
on the previous day. Over 
2,000 enthusiastic fans came 
to view the annual fall 
classic on that cold windy 
Saturday. All of the players 
showed highly charged 
emotions in pre-game drills 
and during the game. An 
electrified atmosphere 
spread throughout the 
stands. The fans were very 
orderly this time around as 
the usual activities between 
the rival followers were not 
evident. On the field both 
schools played with the 
typical ferocious intensity of 
a Brownie-Terrier struggle. 
But once it was over the 
Terrier fans were in a unique 
and unfamiliar glory, and 
Agawam’s gallery was 
thinking of “wait till next 
year’’. 

REHASHING 

Rehashing the game later, 
the Brownie players cer¬ 
tainly have nothing to be 
ashamed of. For almost 
three quarters Agawam 
outplayed West Side. The 
only period the squad from 
across the river dominated 
was the opening one, and 
that was for only a two 
minute span when they 
scored their 16 points. Yes, 
West Side won fair and 
square, but, nonetheless the 
blue and white clad troops 
did not by any means outhit 
or outhustle the Brownies. 
West Side victored because 
Agawam simply failed to 
play the role of opportunists 
when scoring chances came 
their way. 

Major factors to the 
Terrier win can be credited 
to their fine all around 
defensive effort. Not only did 
the West Side line totally 
contain the Brownies run¬ 
ning attack, they also put 
constant pressure on AB 


Tommy Quinn, forcing him 
to throw on the run. West 
Side sacked Quinn four times 
totaling 33 yards in losses 
along with allowing Agawam 
just 52 yards on the ground in 
28 carries. An added bonus in 
the Terriers’ favor was the 
absence of junior fullback- 
linebacker Skip Stuart, 
whose presence on both 
offense and defense cer¬ 
tainly would have helped 
Agawam. 

The Brownies at the end of 
the opening period found 
themselves in their usual 
come-from-behind-role, yet 
Roger LeClerc’s forces 
remained calm. Agawam 
could have folded com¬ 
pletely after West Side’s 
Mirolli’s two TD’s, but the 
Brownies fought right back 
on Quinn’s touchdown 
connection to Phil Jensen 
early in the second stanza. 
The Terriers had one more 
scoring bid with seconds 
showing on the first half 
clock, but Steve Geiger’s 
deflection of a Terrier pass 
in the endzone kept the 
Brownies in the game. 
Agawam’s D completely 
shut off West Side in the 
second half, but the 
Brownies likewise could not 
break the Terrier wall. 

CITIZEN’S PLAYERS 

Citizen’s players of the 
game were indeed, very 
difficult to choose. On of¬ 
fense, West Side’s shifty 
halfback Tom Mirolli was 
the best choice. On defense, 
due to the many outstanding 
performances by members 
of both rival defenders, four 
stars were chosen. West 
Side’s big lineman Joe 
Samimeri and Aldo Paier 
each performed com- 
mendably in containing 
Agawam’s running game 
while also putting constant 
pressure on Quinn’s passing. 
Agawam’s two stellar 
defenders are senior mid- 
dleguard Scott Brown and 
senior leftend John Fedora. 

West Side’s victory 
climaxed a fine 5-5 season 
under first year coach Dave 
Bennett. Agawam’s record 
read 1-8-1 following their loss 
to the Terrier and the end of 
a long hard season.

Chmielewski Lists Emergency Precautions 


If you’re the kind of auto 
owner • who drives his car 
until the muffler falls off 
before doing something 
about it, admit your neglect 
and heed this warning from 
Safety Officer Sgt. Ch¬ 
mielewski: 

“When car windows are 
rolled up in winter, exhaust ’ 
fumes that can seep into the 
passenger compartment can 
be deadly, Chmielewski 
said. “A pre-winter safety- 
check of your car is in¬ 
complete without a thorough 
inspection of your car’s 
exhaust system,” he added. 

Detection and 
replacement of leaky 
mufflers and exhaust pipes 
are not the least of a driver’s 
responsibilities to himself 
and his passengers, ac¬ 
cording to the safety officer. 
There are other items that 
need winter-ready attention 
as recommended by the 


International Association of 
Chiefs of Police. 

Check your antifreeze; 
change to a winter-grade oil, 
unless you already use a 
multi-viscosity type. 

Get an engine tune-up 
including an inspection of 
the entire electrical system 
to assure easier starting and 
prevent stalling in traffic. 

Replace the battery if 
there is any hint that the old 
one could give out at an 
embarassing moment 
necessitating towing or 
pushing. Replace treadless 


tires, or better yet, equip 
your car with snow tires for 
added confidence and 
performance on snow- 
covered streets. 

Have reinforced tire 
chains on hand to make sure 
you can go in serious snow 
and ice conditions. Be sure 
your car won’t be the one 
that stops and blocks traffic. 

Have windshield wipers 
inspected for both wiper 
blade conditions and 
adequate wiper arm 
pressure. Fill the windshield 
washer reservoir with

adequate antifreeze solution. 
Winter slush and road grime 
must not blur your vision. 

Be sure your heater and 
defroster system is checked 
for peak performance. 

Have brakes inspected to 
be sure they are working 
properly. Uneven or grab¬ 
bing brakes can throw you 
into a dangerous skid. 

Sgt. Chmielewski has good 
reasons for reminding 
Agawam drivers not to delay 
these necessary seasonal 
precautions.

Robert N. Keyes, 40, of 397 
Pond St., South Weymouth, a 
native of Agawam, died Nov. 
8th in Massachusetts 
General Hospital, Boston. 
He was born in Springfield, 
Dec. 11, 1933, the son of 
Geraldine (Scagliarini) 
Keyes and the late Marshall 
T. Keyes, Sr., and lived in 
Agawam for 17 years. 

During his school years in 
Agawam, he was an active 
member of. Boy Scout Troop 
89, a member of the Order of 
the Arrow, and also served 
as counsellor at Camp 
Woronoak. Bob was a 1951 
graduate of Agawam High 
School and was involved in 
sports as well as musical 
productions during his High 
School days, was a member 
of the wrestling team and 
football team, and captain of 
. the football team in his 
senior year. He was a 
delegate to Boys’ State and 
Student Host to Governors. 

Robert Keyes was a 
graduate of Cornell 
University, class of 1956, and 
a member of the Cornell 
Glee Club and Chi Phi 
Fraternity. He served in the 
Navy for two years and -was ■ 
then employed by Stone & 
Webster, Inc., Boston, as a 
soils engineer until his 
death. Keyes was a member 
of Boston Society of Civil 
Engineers and American 
Society of Civil Engineers. 

Besides his mother he is 
survived by his wife, Mrs. 
Betty (Robinson) Keyes; 
two daughters, Margaret E. 


and Katherine A., both at 
home; a brother Marshall T. 
Keyes, Jr. of Windsor, 
Conn.; and his maternal 
grandmother, Mrs. Imelde 
Scagliarini of Agawam. 

The funeral was held Nov. 
10, in Old So.uth Union 
Congregational* Church, 
South Weymouth, of which 
he was a member. Burial 
was Nov. 11th, in Springfield 
Street Cemetery, Agawam.

She has 
lived her long life span in 
Agawam and is now in 
Maple Hill Rest Home, 
Springfield, and is able to 
enjoy cards and guests and 
to repeat from memory two 
poems which her mother had 
taught her many years ago.
